SUMMARY  OF  CASK. 

But  as  to  the  larger  service,  iirst  above  referred  to,  with  its- 
incidental  oMtlay,  tlio  nieinoiialist  does — as  already  stated — claim 
some  rcmnneration  and  indeuinify  : 

1.  .Hecanso,  in  the  tirst  instance,  he  was  specifically  engaged 
for  the  work  in  (pu-stion,  primarily  and  se(inentially. 

2.  l-{ec;ni8c  the  work  was  oHiciently  done,  with  perfect 
acceptance  and  approbation  rlin)nghont:  as  now  proved. 

i).  Jncause  the  (Tovernment  and  the  general  public  wlio  so 
accepted,  ntili/.ed  and  had  tlie  iicknowledu'cd  benefit  of  that  ser- 
vice are-  the  memorialist  respectfulh  eonsidens — bound  in 
e(piity,  if  not  in  strict  law,  to  recompense  such  service,  irrespec- 
tive of  any  mere  legal  technicalities  that  may  be  suggested  : 
certainly  as  nnu.'li  so  as  that  of  any  of  the  many  thousands  who 
for  infinitely  less  sacrifice  of  pi^rsonjd  interests  have  received  due 
guerdon  fnnn  Government  and  ['arlianient  for  North  West  ser- 
vice. That  as  to  evidence — even  legal  evidence — on  tlii.-^  point 
(;f  liability,  the  memorialist  submits  these  facts,  viz  : 

1.  Mr.  Fleming  was  the  .authorized  officer  of  tlie  Govern- 
ment for  the  Work  in  qnesti(»ri,  under  Act  of  Parliament. 

2.  Ue,  thereon,  necessarily,  engaged  the  mem(jrialist  for  that 
work. 

3.  His  certificate  of  such  engagement  (apart  from  the 
engagement  ])aper  itself,  the  telegram  aforesaid)  and  of  the  im- 
]iortant  and  beneficial  service  thereon  rendered,  is  before  the 
Government,  accompanying  the  present  petition. 

That,  mor('over.  to  meet  the  incident  of  a  reference  of  tlie 
matter  by  the  Privy  Council  to  the  Department  of  Kaiiways,  as 
reported  to  the  memorialist,  he  procured  a  duplicate  original  of 
his  said  certificate  from  Mr.  Fleming,  and  along  with    a   sj>ecial 
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iiit'iiioiiiil  ^oxphmattiryi  t(.  tlio  IIuiumniMc  Minister  of  Il:iiluMys, 
irout  it  undoi*  ii<l(lri:.-;  to  flu;  Minister  of  li;ill\v;)vs  fur  recoi'd  in 
the  Depiirtinent  -where,  in  (hie  eourse,  it  shonld  still  he,  under 
tlie  (.llieiid  n(.tinn-  '^  No.  ti-jnaO.  Suhj.  \H\\.  Ifcfr.  ;358>3r.,"  (or 
n])out  that),  to  dates  ••  17  l'ei»."  and  "  2'S  Fei).  1^7.")''  as  explained 
in  otHcial  aektiowk'duinejit  paper  HI'  anni'xe(L  Tliat  the  orijL^iniil 
pa[)iM'S  and  hooks  of  the  Tacitie  liaiKvav  in  (jnestion  were,  as  is 
known,  all  <lestroyed  hy  lire  ;  and  that  under  the  eireumstanees 
the  said  eertilieate  is  the  hest  proof  po9sihle,and  le<^al,  teehnically. 


That  some  ohjection  has  l)ee!i  sniriijested  on  the  score  of  delay 
in  the  ])rcseiit  claim. 

That  as  to  tliat,  the  memorialist  lias  to  say : 

1.  That  the  natni'e  of  tiic  service — much  of  it  tor  a  while 
und<^termim!d  as  to  truth  and  value;  the  lluctuations  of  tlie  enter- 
prise, atul  various  other  causes  of  delay  in  arriviniijat  a  satisfactory 
test  of  the  correctness  of  tlie  information  and  iidvances  of  the 
memoi'ialist  ou  the  suhject,  weii^hed  with  him  iu  deferring  his 
claim. 

ti.  That  from  time  to  time,  loua:  before  he  tlioui'ht  of  ever 
haviii/^  occasion  to  prefer  any  such  claim,  the  memorialist  was 
kindly  honoured  hy  purely  spontaneous  expressions,  in  writing;', 
I'f  thanks  and  comnuuid-iition  from  lcadini>;  members  (»f  the 
(Government  of  Canada,  accompanied  by  the  gratuitous  statement 
that  the  service,  in  view  of  its  special  value  to  the  public,  should 
he  ]»ractically  recogni/.cd  :  to  (piote  one — "  [  read,  with  pleasure, 
••  your  last  pamphlet,"  (that  of  ISSO  "  Prol)lem  of  Canada.")  '•  1 
''  think,  if  rewards  go  to  those  who  have  earned  them  in  the 
"  North  AV^est,  you  should  be  the  lirst  to  receive  them."  That 
lu.^vovcr,  some  accidental  or  technical  difH(ndty  seems  to  have 
arisen,  in  Council,  in  dealing  with  it,  i7itcr  alia,,  the  very  excep- 
tional characti;r  of  the  claim,  and  tiio  doubt,  in  the  mind  of  some, 
as  to  wherhcr,  technically,  it  is  legal,  and  would  be  unt)bje('tion- 
ahlo  to  Parliament  and  the  press  as  the  exponents  of  public 
opinion  ;  and,  in  consequence,  the  matter — so  far  as  the  memor- 
ialist knows — was  left  in  abeyance. 

That  receiving  no  answer  to  his  })etition.  the  memorialist 
withdrew  it  at  the  close  of  last  Session,  and  all  his  papers  i^with 
the  ]x>tition  itself,  viz.,  of  Maivh  18S3j,  were  returned  to  him. 

That  he  now  renews  it,  in  form  to  meet — as  he  trusts- -the 
objections  ])reviously  raised.

Thei-eupon,  as  there  was  no  one  else,  ahout  lii-re,  to  inloini  the  (lo\ern- 
ni'iil  ol"  the  chief  causes  of  the  dillieulty,  I  olVered  to  do  so.  1  did  this,  lirst 
by  memorial  to  theCJovernmont  from  me  as  a  North  Wester,  personally  and 
ititimatcly  eonnccted  with  many  of  tiie  chief  families  in  the  settleieent.  and 
nioreexcr  bavin*::,  by  jjilieritanre,  pro]>rii  t;iry  ri>;lits  in  il  At  tlie  same 
lime  avow  iii<;  our  utmost  loyalty.  In  the  memorial,  howi'\er,  I  di-pivcated 
any  forcible  ineasures  at  thetimi..  The  meniorial  was,  1  understocjd,  duly 
received,  and  n^garded.  At  the  sani"'  time  I  kn(>w  that  an  explanation  was 
m  ('essary.  !Mr.  Morris  had  always  conspicuously  shown  an  intelli;:;;ent 
interest  in  Nortli  West  matters,  and,  jn'ivately — as  he  says,  I  ad(lres;^ed 
myself  to  him — otrering  information  which  I  thought  necessary,  and  which 
proved  so.

Tliat  your  TotitioJior,  under  cirenrntstiinofs  stated  in  tlio 
annexed  memorial,  at  the  inRtane<>  of  the  (Tovernmciit  of  Canada 
thn»ii^']i  its  proper  olHcer,  rendered  sp(.'c,ial  services  in  tlie  initia- 
tion and  early  proseeutiou  of  the  seheine  of  a  transcontiuental 
j-aihvay  : 

That  tliese  sorvieesi,  or  at  least  some  of  them,  are  ppeclally 
acknowl<;(li,aHl  \\\  f.lie  oHieial  report  of  Mr  Sandford  Fleminuf  of 
survey  for  the  work,  in  ISTl,  pau;e  13;  and  also  suUse^uentlj'  in 
other  olHelal  reports  on  the  subject. 

That  liavinji;  l»een  b()rn  in  the  far  North  West  Territories, 
aceompanyino',  tliere  and  in  British  Cohnnbia,  liis  father  the  late 
John  MacLeod,  Senior,  one  of  the  orii:^inal  trade  ])artners  of 
the  iIudi;on's  Day  C-ompany,  a  pioneer  (now  historical)  ot  British 
con([nest  and  colonization  hi^tween  [ludsoii's  Bay  ami  the  I'acilic, 
your  PetiticMier  had  an  exceptional  persoTial  knowledge  of  tlie 
whole  rcirion-;  to  ])e  traversed  by  such  a  work.  That  as  to  the 
most  dithculi  part  of  it  for  railway,  (>s|>eciany  between  the  eastern 
slopi>  of  the  Rocky  ^loiintains  and  the  Paeitic,  there  was,  at  the 
time,  no  othcial  or  authentic  n'})ort  exeept  what  (such  as  the  otK- 
cial  report  of  ('aptain  Pallisei-  in  !■  tin,  in  frnperial  Service)  was 
j^ositively  adverse. 

Thut  vour  Petitioner,  with  a  better  kiiowled*ze  of  the  reirion 
m  <inestion — fannliar  with  it — had,  from  time  to  time,  before  Mr. 
Fleminiij's  survey,  been  writing  in  the  leading  p'css  in  Canada  on 
the  subject,  defining,  with  much  detail,  from  ids  own  knowledge 
and  from  the  journals  and  reports,  itc,  of  his  father  and  asso- 
ciates in  the   Hudson's  Bay  Company  throughout  the  country, 
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difTorcnt  fonr^Ihlo  routos  for  travol  and  evoii  railwny,  from  tlio 
settlorl  jmrts  of  (.':i inula  to  tlie  f'aciliV. 

Tluit  theso  were  tlie  only  writingH,  in  press,  (as  adniittcd  l»y 
the  liighost  autlioritios)  with  any  claim  to  authenticity  or  rcliahility 
on  the  Hiibject  at  tlie  time  and  ])reviou8  to  the  Hiirvoy  hy  Mr. 
Fleming,  referred  to  in  the  annexed  memorial.  That  Ihe  proof 
(or  at  least  some  of  itj  on  tin's  head  is  indicated  in  the  memorial, 
with  oertltlcates  irom  proper  authorities. 

That  to  start  th(i  initiatory  survey  for  t1»o  work,  Mr.  Fleminc: 
(as  he  states  in  his  annexed  certificate)  applied  to  your  Petitioner 
for  necessary  information,  not  procuruhle  elsewhere. 

That  your  I'otitioner,  then  living  at  a  distance,  personally 
responded  at  once  to  the  call  ;  with,  however,  much  sacritice  of 
pressing  professional  duties  at  the  Bar  in  the  Province  of  ((Quebec, 
where  l*etitioner  was  then  living  and  practising.  That  for 
further  particulars  on  this  head,  Petitioner  refers  to  the  annexed 


memoria 


That  immediatody  after  starting  the  survey,  your  Petitioner, 
at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Fleming  (but  at  Petitioner's  sole  cost)  for 
furtherance  of  the  scheme,  published  his  book  "Peace  liiver," 
giving  a  mass  of  new  and  valuable  information  as  to  tln^  feasi- 
bility of  railway  routes,  and  extent  and  nature  of  agricultural  and 
other  economic  resources  in  tlu;  far  North  West,  ho/ond  the  so- 
called  ''  Fertile  Pelt,"  resources  hitherto  unknown  and  beyond  all 
pieconcoption  on  the  subject. 

That  tjiat  information — Petitioner  is  in  a  position  to  state, 
and,  if  need  be,  prove — largely,  if  not  mainly,  ah  initio,  enlisted 
capitalists  In  England  and  Europe,  as  well  as  in  Canada,  in  the 
enterprise. 

That  before,  and  from  the  initiation  of  the  scheme  until  the 
OfHcial  Keport  of  iSuivey  in  1874  by  the  Engineer  in  Chief  (Mr. 
''"Icmiiig)  there  was  no  one — so  far  as  he  knows-— in  the  position 
of  your  Petitioner  to  speak  or  write  with  any  degree  of  autliority 
on  the  subject  ;  and  by  the  first  practical  pntmoters  and  contrac- 
tors of  tlie  work  he  was  appealed  to  accordingly  by  letter  and 
otherwise^  by  th»HH. 

That  up  to  ISSO  when  the  work  was  committed  to  the  pre- 
sent company,  your  Petitioner  was — so  far  as  he  knows — the  only 
public  writer  (in  press  and  pamphlet)  on  the  subject  witli  any 
authoritative  knowledge  of  the  facts  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  work. 
That  everything,  in  utmost  detail,  wiiich  he  advanced  on  the 
theme  has  since  proved  true  and  correct. 

That  the  effort  cost  him,  in  outlay,  loss  of  time,  and  labor,  at 
least  five  thousand  dollars.

That  tlie  nervice  lias  Hcriously  iin])0\'erit:*hjd  liiin  ;  and  in  hi.s 
old  age  his  necessiticrt  force  him  to  now  present  liis  claim  for 
8<nne  indemnity  at  least,  and  for  such  remuneration  as  Vour 
Excelle!u*y,  in  (Tovernment,  may  deem  just  and  j)roj)er.
